OUTLOOK: The deep upper level trough of low pressure over the Great Basin
will move to the northeast today. This will bring warmer and dryer
conditions to California, the Pacific Northwest, northern Great Basin and
Northern Rockies. Monsoon moisture will continue over southeast Arizona and
New Mexico, moving into southern Colorado. High temperatures will range from
the mid 90"s to 111 degrees from the southern California Valleys to the
desert Southwest. The ldaho mountains, western Montana and Wyoming will have
highs in the 50"s and 60°"s. The remainder of the West will have highs in
the 70"s and 80°s. Northern Minnesota will have a cold front approaching
from the west this afternoon, bringing warm and humid conditions and a 30%
chance of showers. Highs will be in the low to mid 80"s, with 10-18 MPH
southeast winds. Fire activity is expected to remain moderate.
